Commissioner Oakey moved that the Electric Utility Commission recommends
that the City Council publish one consolidated document that includes
financial data from the GIF and the financial forecast In e six year time
frame. Also, the Commission recommends that the City Council consider
establishing a two year electric rate setting process to complement the
six year time frame forecast.

City of Austin limits to within the corporate limits of the City of Austin.
